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HOUSING PLAN 
OUTLINED FOR 
LOW INCOMES 


GOVERNMENT’S 
TOP 
EXPERT FORSEES 
BUILDING BOOM

Washington, Aug. 23 (ZP)—The 
government’s top housing expert 
said today the greatest need is a 
home for the man whose pocket- 
book can stand only $20 to $40 
a month. 
John B. Blandford, Jr., National 
Housing A g e n c y administrator, 
thinks private enterprise will pro­ 
vide homes for the $40-plus class 
and the government low-rent pro­ 
gram will take care of the $20- 
minus class. 
But Blandford, who supervised 
the war housing program, said in 
an interview: 
“The hip gap is the market be­ 
tween 
$20 and $40, or 
there­ 
about.” 
“It. represents a potential added 
m arket of 400,000 houses a year 
and must be developed if we are 
to reach and hold a construction 
rate of 1,250,000 houses yearly.” 
Rent Income Guaranteed 
Blandford has a two-fold plan 
to stimulate interest in this type 
of dwelling: an extension of mort­ 
gage insurance to help builders 
and guaranteed income to large 
investors in rent projects. 
Here’s the story: 
1. A man buying a home usually 
can make only a small down pay- 
men. 
He borrows the remainder 
on a mortgage. 
This postpones 
full ownership until he pays out 
the balance 
represented 
on the 
mortgage loan, plus interest over 
the years. 
The plan WHA now is consid­ 
ering is something new. 
That is, 
a pledge to the builder, two or 
.bree vears In advance, concern­ 
ing tin. amounts it will insure the 
mortgages on the homes he plans 
to build. 
Blandford says the builders, with 
these commiynents, could borrow 
construction money cheaper, thus 
reducing costs. 
They could plan 
operations far ahead. 
2. For dwellings to rent in the 
$20-540 category a “yield” insur­ 
ance plan is contemplated. 
It would guarantee to large in­ 
vestors like a big insurance com­ 
pany. a regular income (yield) for 
30 or 40 years on houses they 
build to rent. 
A yield of three to three and a 
half per cent is planned with up 
to one-half per cent of that yield 
withheld against possible govern­ 
ment loss of its guarantee. 
The yield insurance plan already 
is before congress. 
Blandford stressed the need for 
community planning in clearing 
slums and figuring out housing 
needs. 
The government is all set 
Vo help start a great volume of 
peacetime home building, he said. 
Off To Head Start 
It plans to tear down temporary 
w ar dwellings as soon as housing 
shortages 
ease off and 
sell all 
publicly-owned permanent dwell­ 
ings. 
“Housing got off to a head start 
a year ago.” Blandford said. “The 
industry got going in peacetime 
swing when we got government 
preferenc for a 400.000-home pro­ 
gram for civilians last fall. 
“From that small start we can 
blossom into a real b u i l d i n g 
boom.” 
He thinks these can help: 
1. Quick release by the armed 
forces of all materials suitable for 
home building. 
2. Government aid in getting the 
building materials producing in­ 
dustry into full swing. 
3. Controls over building mate­ 
rials supplies to keep them mov­ 
ing to the building industry.

W ashington (SS .)— The 
sm all 
tube used in ra d a r is the source 
of stupendous power. This tube 
may develop as m uch as hundreds 
of thousands of w atts, as com par­ 
ed w ith the m ost powerful tran s­ 
m itter used for radio broadcast, 
which is lim ited to 50,000 watts. 
The pow er m ust be applied in a 
burst for only a millionth of a sec­ 
ond and then turned off com plete­ 
ly to w ait in repose for the echo 
to come back. 
Developm ent of this oscillator 
tube is term ed a m ajor achieve­ 
m ent of the ra d a r art by the of­ 
ficial announcem ent issued by the 
Joint Board on Scientific Infor­ 
mation Policy. The tubes used b e­ 
fore the w ar at rad ar frequencies 
could develop only a few th o u ­ 
sandths of a w att. 
The receiver, which 
m ust 
be 
sensitive enough to pick up the 
tiny echo bounced off a distant 
ship or plane, m ust be protected 
against the terrific pow er burst of 
the 
tran sm itter, 
which 
would 
paralyze it or burn it out com ­ 
pletely. 
T ransm itter and 
receiver 
are 
built in one box and operate on 
one antenna. This is really neces­ 
sary because the directional a n ­ 
tenna 
acts 
as 
a “searchlight” 
sending the signal out and as a 
“telescope” in picking 
up 
the 
echo. N aturally, both searchlight 
and telescope m ust be aimed in 
the sam e direction. This is sure 
w hen one an ten n a is 
used 
for 
both purposes. 
But use of one antenna requires 
that the receiver be disconnected 
w hen the antenna is sending out 
the buist of power. The m eans for 
doing this w as a particularly dif­

Not only is it necessary to dis­ 
connect toe receiver while

transm itter is working, but w ith ­ 
in a m illionth of a second Hie re ­ 
ceiver m u st be open to receive 
the faint echo and the transm it­ 
ter m ust be closed off so that it 
will not absorb any of the w eak 
incoming energy. 
To carry the energy 'rom thq 
radar tran sm itter to the antenna, 
ordinary w ires and coaxial cables 
are unsatisfactory.

Congress Expected 


lo Act Quickly On 


Jobs For Veterans 


W ashington, Aug. 23 (ZP)— P re si­ 
dent T rum an said today th at he 
will not perm it any veteran to 
be deprived of his form er job be­ 
cause of a legal technicality. 
Mr. T ru m an told a news confer­ 
ence that if additional legislation 
is needed, he will recom m end spe­ 
cific changes to congress. 
A nd in 
view of the trem endous pressure 
certain to be put on by v eteran s’ 
organizations, congress is expected 
to act quickly. 
Of the m en who will be out of 
service by J a n u a ry I, an estim ated 
1,000,000 have been ffrauarteed hy 
law the right to retu rn to their 
form er jobs. 
But M ajor G eneral Lewis H e r­ 
shey, directive of selective service, 
brought out in Boston last night 
that, because of an omission in 
present law, this legal right will 
expire “w hen congress term inates 
hostilities.” 
The figure of 1,000,000 is the 
officnlly accepted estim ate of the 
n um ber of drafted men w ho w ere 
taken of actual, continuing jobs. 
Here is w h at the to-do is all 
about: 
In the oiginal selective service 
act congress provided that every 
veteran w ho had a job would get 
it back if he asked for it in 90 
days. 
It also provided that even 
though other provisions of the act 
should be abolished, the job g u a r­ 
antees would go on. 
It was in the renew al of the 
selective service act 
this 
spring 
that the change was made. 
The 
act is to ru n until May 15, 1946, 
or until “the date of the te rm in a ­ 
tion of hostilities in the present 
w ar.” 
Congress added that either it or 
the president could declare this 


end to hostilities. 
But unlike the original act there 
w as no specific extension clause 
for job rights. 
Those 
who h ave 
studied the 
question here say th a t President 
T rum an, in his V -J Day procla­ 
mation, can avoid an y mention of 
“term ination of hostilities.” 
A l­ 
though fighting in the last w ar 
was over Nov. l l , 1918, they say, 
congress d id n ’t officially end hos­ 
tilities un til J u ly I, 1921. 
In this way, it w as pointed out, 
all provisions of the selective se rv ­ 
ice act would be continued until 
congres reconvenes on or about 
Sept. 5. 
Both A m erican Legion and V et­ 
erans of Foreign W ards officials 
said today they feel sure congress 
wil protect veterans’ job rights.

Washington—Mosquitoes aren’t 
being given a break at all any 
more. First they produce improv­ 
ed repellents, that drive them off 
a tempting area of exposed human 
hide with a disappointed “zing!” 
Then they turn up DDT, which is 
sure death in submicroscopic dos­ 
es. Now they spray them 
with 
stuff that makes ’em shine in the 
dark, so their nefarious goings 
and comings can be traced. 
Not that the pests are being 
crossed 
with 
lightning-bugs. 
Neither is their glow intended for 
the suffering individual ‘skeeter- 
slapper on porch or 
lawn. 
The 
new trick is primarily for 
the 
use of mosquito-fighting scient­ 
ists, who want to find out which 
way and how far the insects fly. 
The mosquitoes are marked for 
later identification by spraying or 
dusting them 
with 
fluorescent 
compounds—those chemicals that 
shine with a glimmering light of 
their own w’hen irradiated with 
the “invisible light” of ultraviolet 
rays. Three different 
compounds 
have been tested so far, by John 
W. Zukel of the U. 
S. 
Public 
Health Service: they make the 
mosquitoes fluoresce with blue, 
red and green glows. When mos­ 
quitoes thus marked are later re­ 
captured, it is very easy to identi­ 
fy them and to tell where they 
came from. 


Ithaca, N. Y.—Largest amount 
of milk is produced on hay cut at 
the full-bloom stage, it has been 
found in experiments at Cornell 
University here. 
Early-cut timothy produced 95 
per cent as much milk, and the 
late cut only 90 per cent as much. 
Not only does hay made at the 
full-bloom stage of the grass have 
the greater milk-producing value, 
but it also has the greatest total 
yield to the acre—2.56 tons for the 
season as compared with 2.32 tons 
for the early cutting and 2.53 tons 
for the late cutting. 
The three hays were graded af­ 
ter curing. 
The early-cut mold­ 
ed during the barn-curing proc­ 
ess; the medium 
cut, 
or 
full- 
bloom, was rated No. I, and the 
late-cut, or seed stage, as No. 3. 
The scientists observed, however, 
that the cows ate larger amounts 
of the moldy hay than they did of 
the late cutting, 
and 
produced 
more milk. 
Chemical studies were also car­ 
ried out, showing that the earliest 
two cuttings retain a high caro­ 
tene content after several months 
—enough so that 
six 
to 
nine 
pounds per day of the hay would 
furnish sufficient vitamin A val­ 
ue to insure successful reproduc­ 
tion in cows. 
In contrast, about 
30 pounds of the late-cut timothy 
would be required for successful 
calving. 
The study is being repeated be­ 
fore final conclusions are drawn.

Magnetic Survey 
Shows Florida Oil 
Washington—A magnetic 
sur­ 
vey, by the U. S. Bureau of Mines, 
of the Florida peninsula shows 
areas in the lower part of the state 
that are favorable for the occur­ 
rence of petroleum. This first ex­ 
amination of almost an entire state 
has proved also the usefulness of 
this type of geophysical investiga­ 
tion for mineral and petroleum 
exploration over large areas, ac- 
croding to Dr. R. R. Sayers, Di­ 
rector of the Bureau. 
Speed, economy, and the large 
amount of information 
obtained 
about the geology and sub-surface 
bedrock topography of a 
region 
are the outstanding advantages of 
this survey method, he states. 
A 
magnetic survey is 
the 
logical 
start in 
undertaking 
geological 
surveys of large areas, especially 
in regions devoid of out-crops. 
Essentially, a magnetic survey is 
a method of determining the con­ 
tours of the underlying granites 
and other formations—known to 
the geophysicist as the 
“crystal­ 
line basement.” 
A knowledge of 
the crystalline basement, particu­ 
larly in areas covered by marine 
sediments, he explains, is of fun­ 
damental importance to oil.

WHY CHEMISTS 
WERE FAILURES 


They Mixed Up Molecules 
In Trying To 
Make Gold 


W ashington (S S )— Scientists, in 
one of the steps in m aking the 
atomic bomb, have far outdistanc­ 
ed the ancient 
alchemists. 
For 
hundreds of years alchemists tried 
to m ake gold out of baser metals. 
Some of these m en w ere sober r e ­ 
searchers, 
who 
thought 
they 
knew’, or w ere just on the verge 
of finding out, w hat it is that 
m akes one m etal different 
from 
another. 
Some 
alchemists, 
of 
course, 
were crooks and confidence men, 
fleecing a gullible public. 
They 
used the m ethods the researchers 
had tried and 
discarded 
before 
their time. Most of these m ethods 
consisted in trying to m ake 
the 
metal heavier, as well as give it 
a yellow color. 
People of today’s world 
w ho 
seldom have a chance to handle 
gold in large quantities m ay not 
realize that gold is one 
of 
the 
heaviest substances in the world. 
It is alm ost as heavy as lead. To 
the alchemist, who had got a stu b ­ 
born notion in his m ind th a t all 
substances are really one, it was 
only logical to take a lighter m etal 
and add lead. W hat he really was 
anxious about was to get the color 
right. 
A 
typical 
alchemist's 
recipe 
runs: “ Fine silver, 
I oz.; 
brass 
shavings, I oz.; arsenic, I oz.*Melt 
first the silver and the brass and 
then add the arsenic”. 
M odern scientists know that the 
trouble with the alchem ists’ 
re ­ 
cipes w as that they did not affect 
the 
atom. 
They 
accomplished 
m ixtures of molecules. Scientists 
had to p enetrate m uch deeper in ­ 
to the fundam ental properties of 
m atter before they could reach the 
level at w hich they could change 
the real n atu re of the elements.

Expansion At Dearborn, 
750-Bed 
Unit For 
Michigan 


Washington (ZP) — Plans for a 
200-million-dollar 
hospital 
con­ 
struction program to meet all an­ 
ticipated veterans’ 
requirements 
were made public Tuesday by the 
veterans’ administration. 
The two-year program, now be­ 
fore the federal board of hospi­ 
talization for approval, calls 
for 
building 40 new hospitals and for 
additions to many existing insti­ 
tutions. 
Officials said that if the plans 
are indorsed by the board and 
funds are appropriated by 
con­ 
gress the administration will have 
hospitals with a total bcd capacity 
of 300,000 at the end of the 1947 
fiscal year. 
New hospitals to be constructed 
in the 1946 fiscal year include a 
tuberculosis hospital at Dearborn, 
Mich., with a 300-bed capacity. 
New hospitals to be constructed 
in the 1947 fiscal year include 
a 
general medical hospital in Michi­ 
gan with a 750-bed capacity. 


SAY IRONWOOD FAVORED 
Marquette — Report that a de­ 
cision will be made soon in Wash­ 
ington on the location of a Vet­ 
erans Administration hospital in

“ Red-Headed” Mold 
From Human Hair 
Produces Pigment 
Brooklyn—A “red-headed” mold 
from human hair may yield

penicillin-like remedy for typhoid 
fever and some kinds of dysen­ 
tery. Discovery that a red dye or 
pigment produced by the mold 
stops the growth of typhoid and 
dysentery germs in culture plates, 
as penicillin stops the growth of 
other germs, is announced by Dr.

Penicillin does not have

effect on the typhoid-dysentery 
group of germs.

Yanks Operate Jungle 
Trains To Help China

Chabua, Upper Assam 
Valley. 
India—You’ve read of courageous 
pilots battling the Hump of the 
Himalayas, s'.cering, treacherous 
mountains jutting out from Tibet. 
You know about American trucks 
roaring over the Stilwell Road. 
But totally 
unpublicized 
have 
been the railroad men who made 
it possible for America to get the 
goods to China. 
India 
has 
the 
fourth largest railway system in 
I he world. Only the United States, 
Canada and Russia have greater 
trackage than India’s more than 
41.000 miles. Unfortunately, how­ 
ever, India’s railway system was 
not designed for the requirements 
of military operations in China 
and Burma. 
India’s railroads, 
have 
three 
gauges—broad, metre 
and 
nar­ 
row. The broad gauge lines, 
best 
suited for the handling of large 
tonnages, run from the ports 
of 
Calcutta, Bombay and Karachi tc 
form a chain stretching toward 
India’s northwest frontier. 
China 
and Burma lie 
beyond 
India') 
northeast frontier. 
In that direc­ 
tion, up to the Upper Assam Val­ 
ley where tile Allies had to con­ 
centrate their efforts, 
ran 
only 
the Bengal and Assam Railway. 
This single-track, 
metre-gauge 
line had to bear the brunt of al­ 
most all the military traffic mak­ 
ing its way toward the front. 
Designed for nothing more than 
carrying the peacetime needs of 
the planters of Assam, one of the 
world’s leading tea-growing 
and 
jute-producing centers, the Ben­ 
gal and Assam Railway could not 
meet the wartime loads of vital 
supplies which had to pour over 
it' right-of-way when the Allied 
armies began to push into Burma 
and the Air Transport Command 
began to lift tonnage over 
the 
Hump. 
The equipment could not handle 
the large quantity of 
supplies. 
Native personnel simply couldn’t 
railroad at required capacity. 
It took as long to get the stuff 
from Calcutta to the Upper Assam 
-750 miles—as it did to ship it 
from the port of Los Angeles at 
Wilmington, Calif., and 
around 
Australia, a distance of 
15.000 
miles. Something had to be done. 
Again the Old World was to see 
a miracle of American methods. 
Recruit Railroaders 
Railroad 
operating 
battalions 
were recruited 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Every member was 
an 
experienced railroad man. Ameri­ 
can lend-lease “MacArthur” loco­ 
motives and 
rolling 
stock were 
shipj>ed to augment 
the limited 
equipment. 
American 
troops 
commanded 
by 
Brig. Gen. Paul 
Young took over the 
operation 
of the Be ngal and Assam Railway, 
on March I, 1944. 
Again the British asked: “What 
is it? What have the 
Americans 
got?” For in the 
first month of 
American operation, the tonnage 
carried over the R 
and A 
in­ 
creased by more than 40 per cent. 
The tonnage for
